In these days of rumors, when a! 
most every German in America, and 
even in many instances naturalized 
Germans are looked upon with moi •« 
or less just or unjust suspicion, as tha 
case may be, it is refreshing and con- 
soling to read such sentiments as the 
following, contributed to the Courier- 
Journal by Col. W. F. Stoecker, of 
Omaha, Neb.: 

"When Germans leave their native 
land and go into the world to make u 
new home for themselves, they do not 
look for another Germany, but seek a 
country where they may live with 
greater freedom and comfort. 

"When I was a young man of 18, i 
found that I could not agree with the 
Kaiser and his military system. I be 
gan to look around for another coun- 
try to live in and was attracted to 
America. I have not been disappoint- 
ed with my choice. I have found what 
I desired and sought, freedom, and re- 
lease from compulsory military ser- 
vice. 

"My experience will fit the case of 
99 per cent, of the Germans in thi«* 
country. We bade farewell to th<? 
home government because w r e coul.1 
not sanction its practices, we left the 
land of our birth to seek more favor- 
able living conditions. We naturaliz 
ed as citizens of the United States be- 
cause we were better pleased with 
conditions here than in Germany. 

"Some may criticise their adopted 
country and find fault with its institu- 
tions, but that does not intimate in the 
least degree that we support the acts 
of our native land. We appreciate our 
privilege of freedom In this country. 
We have made use of it, but it has 
it has been with the sole intention of 
correcting abuses, contributing our 
mite toward the perfection of this Gov 
ernment 'of, for and by the people.' 

Ninety-nine per cent, of the Ge;- 
mans who have become citizens of the 
United States are hnoest men, wh > 
consider that they owe, in war as well 
as in peace, a debt of honor to Uri- 
nation that welcomed them with 
open arms, offering them opportuni- 
ties and privileges which their own 
land did not afford. However strong 
the ties of blood, but 1 per cent, of 
the German-born citizens of America 
would dream of repudiating that debt 
of honor when the necessities of their 
adopted land call for payment.
